been  done.  There  is  cettamly 
lack  of  material  in  this  and  adjoining 
towns  to  well  support  such  a  school 
here  and  lu  influences  upon  the  pub- 
tic  would  bm  baiicficla!  *nd  salutary.

Tlte  subject  of  the  amusing  incident 
related  below  was  I  "Tier  Hajp-erty, 
who  was  oae  of  tke  most  brtllianl 
roung  Iri.h  lawyer*  of  l*>well  al  Ihe 
brenkiDg  out  ol  the  war.  He  was,  as 
iv  presented  In  the  sketch,  a  Young 
man  ol  courage  and  daring,  although 
he  r-ae-sesscd  all  the  ipjaliti**  of  on  ac- 
complished geutleiuau.  He  was  oae 
of  lit*  lirst  lo  go  to  tlte  front,  and  was 
intimately  asM-ctated  with 
lltttlrr.  and  had  the  rank  ol  captain. 
He  came  to  hit  death,  in  the  latter 
paitnl  lh*  «ar,  at  New  Orient]*,  by 
reasou  of  injuries  orratioucd  by  falling 
lrom  a  tlaircoiw. 

A  day  or  t«o  alter  hu  orrital  at  the 
Kelay  House,  vtvt  th*  l'hiladelphia 
IV***,  titnrral  ltutler  aud  bit  *Uff 
were  riding  lrom  hratl,|uart< 
ittnip,  when  they  met  a  ragged  Italian 
vtltli  a  hand  orgau  aud  monkey.  An 
idea  struck  the  ipaick- willed  general. 
He  ordered  one  or  hi*  staff  officer*  to 
arrest  thu  man  aud  ukoth*  whole  nut 
rlt  to  cnm|»— being  iwreful  not  lo  le 
lite  nteokey  gel  away.  Duller  had 
(Hindered  n  good  deal  v'\  er  the  problem 
of  Iron  lit  to  in  find  out  the  true  situa- 
tion of  affair*  in  llaltimore.  II*  had 
nt  l.i -t  hit  upon  na  idea,  tin  hit  stall 
he  had  a  hrate,  comical,  trustworthy, 
level-headed  lrisluuau  named  llaggerty. 
Iltf  w-as  k  eeptnjn,  and  had  been  a 
young  lawyer  iu  l^well,  and  ltutler 
knew  hint  wall,  lie  wns  it  roistering, 
dare-tletil  billow,  who  could  play  auy 
instrument  or  tiog  ttiiy  song,  antl  had  a 
quick  c)o,  quiek  sense  and  good  judg- 
tiieitt.  I  hitler  told  him  his  scheme. 
Ho  told  the  youngraptain  that  be  must 
dress  himself  in  the  raggett  and  dirty 
clothes  of  the  llaliau  slid  go  to  Italli- 
more  with  the  baud  organ  and  mon- 
key that  he  must  find  out  everything, 
the  lore*,  the  defence*  and  the  *  whole 
sit  tint  Ion,  aud  come  back  as  toon 
could,  llaggerty  was  eager  for  the 
job.  Then  ltutler  teut  for  the  Italian, 
who  was  mured  out  of  hit 
told  the  poor  mau  that  he  wanted  hi* 
old  clothes,  his  hand  organ  nud  hi 
monkey.  The  wretched  creature 
would  hate  gitcu  his.  right  hand  to 
get  out  of  the  scrape.  The  general 
told  him  he  w ould  give  him  a  new  suit 
of  dollies,  pay  him  J.'ill  for  the  hand 
Organ  and  monkey,  nud  give  them 
Imrk  to  him  ngaiu'in  a  day  or  two;

He  got  admission,  how- 
ever,  and  wheu  lie  emerged  he 
wore  bis  captain's  uniform  and  was 
greeted  by  his  Iricnds,  who  asked 
where  he  had  been.  He  said  he  hod 
been  to  Washington  to  inquire  about  ■ 
rcgimcntnl  bond.  The  organ  and 
monkey  were  returned  to  the  Italian, 
who  was  released,  nnd  went  his  way 
rejoicing.

One  of  the  runout 
Instances  of  il*  obcolrseence  U  the  pro- 
vision thai  where  sum*  of  money  are 
mentioned  In  the  constitution,  they 
shall  be  computed  in  silver  at  "six 
shillings  eight  pence  per  ounce."  Thu 
would  ke  nt  Ihe  rate  nf  HI  I  pcurv  |>el 
ounce  instead  of  60  pence,  the  pre  sen 
Ixtndoa  quotation.  If  a  new  draft  of 
the  constitution  could  he  authorise 
containing  all  the  part*  now  in  loree  m 
unrepealed  and  preaert  ing  the  language 
which  has  a  talue  a.  hating  been  ab- 
judicated, it  would  conduce  greatly  to 
the  convenience  aod  popular  uuder- 
il  thai  inHmrocul.— [Spring- 
field Itepubliran.

Many  thiuk  that  if  they  keep  the  ganlcu 
and  li«ldi  free  Imm  weeds  i*  all  sufficient, 
but  this  is  nolso. 

Some  gnrdecs  und  fields  are  freer 
from  weeds  than  others,  owing  lnrgcly 
to  not  nllowiog  the  weeds  to  hlossom 
nnd  mature  in  the  lield  and  drop  the 
seeds  and  also  to  greater  car 
allowiug  meeds  with  seeds  to  be  thrown 
in  the  pig  pen  nnd  manure  pile  lo  be 
carted  out  with  lho  manure  in  tho 
rpriug  and  scaltoicd  over  tho  ground. 
Every  farmer  should  avoid  this,  also 
the  use  of  commercial  fertilizers  pre- 
vents weed  seeds  being  sown  from  the 
manure  pile. 

Hcace  it  will  be  seen  that  if  ill* 
lanner  depcuds  on  the  growth  of  weeds 
to  keep  his  hoc  and  cultivator  going, 
such  a  curse  may  lo  him  prove  n  bless- 
ing, while  the  farmer  whose  fields  arc 
not  troubled  with  weeds  docs  not  keep 
his  hoc  aod cultivator  iu  uctioa  but  sel- 
dom because  of  the  scarcity  of  weeds, 
this  hlessing  will  prove  to  him  a  curse. 

Tho  farmer  who  wails  for  weeds  to 
grow  before  lie  cultivates  lescs  in  llic 
growth  ol  his  plants.  Tho  threadbare 
story  of  the  two  coatestants  for  the 
greatest  growth  of  potatoes  whea  ono 
said  thai  he  did  not  sec  how  the  other 
beat  hiui  iu  growth,  lor  he  hoed  his 
every  other  day. 

"Why,"  replied  the  winner,  "you 
did  not  hoe  them  often  enough.  I  hoed 
miuc  every  day." 

The  oftcner  yon  cultivate  your  iTOt>s 
the  better.  The  pnrched  ground  accds 
to  be  broken  and  thea  the  light  aud  air 
cau  penetrate  the  soil  aud  so  can  the 
dews  of  the  morning,  and  the  moisture 
in  the  curth  can  rise  and  penetrate  the 
plants. 

Plaut*  food  in  the  ground  is  also  ren- 
dered more  easily  soluble  hy  Irequcntly 
pulverizing  the  soil  nnd  no  plant  can 
absorb  the  food  desired  in  the  ground, 
no  matter  how  much  attracted  toward 
it  until  it  is  converted  into  a  liquid, 
with  just  as  much  consistency  might 
you  Qttompt  to  force  beefsteak  down 
the  stomach  of  a  uewly  born  babe,  it 
must  have  milk  and  canuot  live  without 
it.

Hampshire  who  hoed  among  his  grape 
vines  after  every  rain  uud  uo  plncc  on 
hi*  form  was  there  such  a  growth  as 
there. 

The  raius  wash  down  from  the  at- 
mosphere the  ummouia,  lormcd  hy  the 
nitrogen  o!  the  uir  uniting  with  the 
bydrogeu  of  the  water  and  there  is  no 
compound  as  rich  in  plant  lood  as  am- 
monia or  the  nitrates,  hence  hy  cultiva- 
ting the  soil  aftc- every  rnin,  (waiting 
until  the  surplus  water  is  dried  off)  tho 
ummonio  is  more  strongly  fixed  in  the 
soil,  for  ammonia  is  volatile  and  easily 
escapes  into  the  air  unless  it  is  bottled 
up  or  buried  iu  the  soil  by  the  action 
ol  the  hoo. 

It  is  thought  hy  some  agriculturists 
that  of  the  two,  the  cultivator  and  hoe 
is  more  conducive  to  the  growth  of 
pluuts  than  manure ;  it  may  be  so,  but 
one  thing  is  sure,  that  with  both  of 
them,  we  enn  couot  oo  good  crops,  uad 
it  ts  o  ootahlc  fact  that  all  successful 
farmers  who  practice  this  method  of

Soil  was  origiually  pulverized  rock 
Uocks  were  ground  up  and  decomposed 
hy  various  ngcacics,  and  the  soil  result- 
ing, is  to  a  largo  extent,  more  generally 
distributed  over  the  earth's  surfocc, 
through  the  action  ol  large  aad  smoll 
water  streams.

In  limestone  regions,  as  iu  New- 
York  slato,  the  soil  was  composed  large- 
ly of  lime,  say  from  thirty  to  filly  per 
cent,  n  considerable  amount  el  sulphu- 
ric and  carbonic  acids,  and  iu 
calilics  silicious  sand.  In  trap  rock 
and  basalt  regions,  (rocks  resulting 
from  volcanic  and  like  eruptions),  tho 
soil  contains  potash,  liuio,  magucsia 
and  protoxyd  ol  iron.  I  n  elate  regions 
wo  have  in  the  soil  a  lnrgo  proportion 
of  clay  aud  n  small  amount  ol  silhious 
sand  and  potash.  Such  were  lho  con- 
stituents of  tbo  soil  origiually  in  these 
regions  hut  through  the  action  of  water 
or  running  streams  n  portion  of  these 
soils  has  been  trauspoftcd  from  place 
to  plncc,  hence  to  the  original  constitu- 
ents of  the  soil  are  ndded  foreign  ingre- 
dients transported  nnd  organic  mnttcr, 
numinous,  decomposed  vegetation,  etc., 
(the  accumulation  of  centuries).  The 
original  ingredients  of  the  native  "or 
predominant  rock,  however,  are  even 
to-day  lho  most  prominent  constituents 
of  tho  soil,  in  the  locality  where  the  kind 
of  rock  mostly  abounds.

just  what  lertilizcr  to  apply  to  his  soil 
lomnko  up  any  deficiout  ingredients 
that  the  plaut  ho  desires  lo  grow  re- 
quires, and  this  lo  every  successful

Now,  for  the  cultivation  of  corn  in 
Rock  County,  Wis.,  with  the  new 
methods. 

The  lotitudc  is  oa  the  raugo  ol 
orccstcr  Couuty,  Mass.,  and  the 
seasons  much  the  same.  As  much  of 
the  ground  as  possible  is  plowed  the 
fall  previous.  Ia  the  spring,  aboul 
the  first  of  May,  a  two  horse  mochiuc, 
called  a  pulverizer,  composed  of  twelve 
circular  steel  plates  or  rolling  cutters 
fastened  to  two  independent  shafts, 
that  caa  be  set  nt  auy  desired  angle, 
is  put  to  work  to  pulvcrizo  the  ground 
previously  plowed.*  This  machine 
requires  two  good  horses  and  tho  driv- 
rides  oo  the  machine.  Its  breadth 
rcrs  obout  six  feet  nod  is  cousidcred 
c  ol  the  best  aud  most  iudispcnsahlo 
of  all  the  farm  machiocs  io  tho  West. 
If  oocc  Roiog  over  the  grouod  is  not 
sufficient,  go  twice.  Thco  follow  with 
the  smoll  steel  tooth  harrow  (double). 
Some  pieces  require  to  bo  rolled  and 
"  again,  when  it  is  ready  for 
the  planter  with  self-dropping  ottach- 
Thc  planter  takes  a  man  lo 
operate  it  with  two  horses,  ond  plants 
from  12  to  15  acres  per  day  easily,  and 
h  accuracy,  that  tho  field  can 
be  cultivated  diagonally. 

Now  please  note  the  cultivation.  On 
the  appearance  of  some  of  the  first  shoots 
aod  just  as  the  coro  is  breaking  ground, 
put  ou  the  burrow  with  its  weight  on- 
ly, (they  loud  it  at  other  times)  nod 
drag  tho  field  to  break  the  crust  aod 
kill  tho  weeds  ;  ulso  the  snmo  for  polo- 
It  injures  nothing  but  the  weeds, 
aodjisa  graud  success  every  way. 
When  tho  corn  is  up  sufficiently  to 
seen,  stsrt  (he  sulky  cultivators 
with  the  motildbourds  from  the  corn, 
and  doo't  let  up  till  the  corn  will 
break  under  lho  uxlctrcc.  The  culti- 
vator must  ruo  both  ways,  aad  wheu 
the  mouldboards  arc  turued  ia  oa  the 
for  the  last  time  a  more  perfect 
hill  ia  uol  possible.  The  weeds  are  all 
covered  if  any  are  left.  They  go 
through  the  field  six  or  seven  times — 
the  grouud  is  never  allowed  to  crust 
over,  but  kept  open  to  absorb  tho  gasct 
in  the  atmosphere,  and  hence  the  wis- 
dom of  "stirring  the  grouud"  to  retain 
the  ammonia  that  falls  with  the  dew.

"ploots  derive  most  ot  their  suhstaacc 
from  the  atmosphere,  mid  lrom  the 
earth  only  what  is  left  on  u  shovel  af- 
ter it  hns  been  burned,"  and  ho  added, 
"that  farmers  could  dcmonstrat<-|  for 
themselves  by  burning  tho  plaut, 
whether  it  was  an  atmospheric  ono  or 
ao  earth  robber  like  tob«cco,  that 
sucked  most  of  its  food  from  the

The  representative  of  a  large  South- 
oru  tobacco  house,  who  has  mndc  the 
matter  n  study,  says  that  tho  extent  to 
which  drugs  arc  used  in  "doctoring" 
cigarettes  is  appalliug : 

"Tho  drugs  impart  a  sweot  aud 
pleasant  flavor  nud  have  it  soothiug  ef- 
fect, thnt  in  a  little  time  ohloius  a  fus- 
clnaling  coutrol  over  the  smoker.  The 
more  cigarettes  ho  smokes,  the  moro 
he  desires  to  saiokc,  aa  is  the  case 
with  oue  who  uses  opium.  Tho  desire 
grows  to  a  passion.  The  smoker  hc- 
9s  a  slave  to  the  encrvotiug  habit. 
To  the  insidious  effect  of  the  drugs  is 
attributed  tho  success  of  the  cigarette. 
"By  the  use  of  drugs  it  is  possible 
make  it  very  inferior  quality  or  to- 
bacco plcusiiul.  Mauufaclurcrs,  there- 
fore, put  these  vile  things  on  tho  mar- 
ket nt  a  price  that  makes  it  easy  for 
the  poorest  to  indulge  in  their  killing  de- 
lights, and  boys  aud  youths  go  in 
warms  for  them. 
"What  is  called  'Havaun  Flavoring1 
has  grown  to  be  au  important  article  of 
commerce.  Thousaudi  of  barrels  of  it 
wld  everywhere.  It  is  extousivoly 
used  iu  manufacturing  certain  kinds  of 
cigiirctlcs.  It  is  mado  lrom  tonca- 
bean,  which  coulaius  a  drug  called 
mellolotis,  a  deadly  poisou,  seven 
grains  of  which  will  kill  a  dog.  Iinog- 
thc  effect  which  must  result  lrom 
puffing  that  vile  stuff  iuto  the  luugs 
hour  after  hour. 

"Tho  paper  coverings  mniiufuctur  ed 
from  filthy  scrupiugs  of  rag  pickers  are 
also  a  fruitful  source  of  evil  to  llic  cig- 
arette smoker.  Vile  us  it  is,  it  is 
bought  up  in  great  mii3>es  hy  ugcuts  of 
the  manufacturers  who  turn  it  iuto  u 
dingy  pulp,  and  subject  it  to  a  blench- 
iug  process  to  ainke  it  presentable. 
Tho  lime  uud  oilier  siihsluuces  used  iu 
blcachiug  hrve  u  very  harmful  influ- 
ence on  the  membrane  ol  the  aiouth.
